BRUSSELS, Feb. 20—Subjects of 
Albert I, King of the Belgians, 
poured by the thousands into the 
black-draped capital today to view 
the body of the ruler who fell to 
his death while mountain-climbing 
Saturday. Royalty from other lands 
came, too, and knelt at the bier to 
which the body was borne in the 
light of torches last night. 

Persons of all ages and social 


circumstance formed a silent line 
outside the palace. The palace will 
be open for the same purpose to- 
morrow. The body will be removed 
Thurgday to the old Cathedral of 
St. Gudule for the funeral services. 
Burial will be in the royal crypt 
at Laeken. 

The King’s body lay in state in 
a small room on.a wing of the sec- 
ond floor of the palace. 

The thousands passed in slow file 
beside the bier. it was the first 
time the citizens had seen their 
King since Saturdav, the day he 
left Brussels on the mountain- 
climbing expedition. 

Belgian Fiag Over Body. 

As the body lay on its black- 
shrouded resting place, the head 
was wrapped in a heavy | 
The face was much paler than on 
Sunday. Only the face was ex- 
posed to view, for a Belgian flag 
covered the body below the head. 

Hundreds of women left the mor- 
tuary chamber weeping. There 
were delays in the passage of the 
long line of mourners. 

One disabled veteran stood at at- 
tention beside the bier. He faced 
his dead sovereign and snapped 
into a rigid salute. For more than 
a minute he held that salute and 
finally attendants had to urge him 
on. 

Three aides-de-camps d§ King Al- 
bert stood watch on either side of 
the casket. There were clusters of 
candles. The walls were draped in 
black and silver. The floor was 
covered with offerings of flowers.

Many Business Houses Closed for Lack of 


Workers— All Train Service to Boston 
Halted—New England Storm-Swept.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—New York 


.} Was literally snow bound today for 


the first time since the famous 
blizzard of 1888. — 

For 18 hours the blizzard lashed 
the city. 

Six persons collapsed in the 
streets and died. 

Half a million persons were ma- 
rooned by the storm, it was esti- 
mated and many business houses 
closed for the day because of lack 
of workers. 

The Stock Exchange for the fifth 
time in history failed to open at 10 
o'clock this morning because of the 
weather. It finally opened at il 
o'clock o with a reduced 


volume of business due to the ab 


sence of floor traders. 

At noon hardly a train on the 
Long Island railroad, which carries 
more commuters than any other 
line into the city, had entered the 
Pennsylvania station. 

All railroad communication be- 
tween Boston and New York and 
Springfield and New York was 
halted. The New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad said not a sin- 
gie train had got through from 
Boston to New York since some 
time yesterday. Trains that depart- 
ed from Boston at 11 p. m. and later, 
all were stalled along the line, 
mostly in Connecticut in the vicin- 
ity of New Haven. 

A 28%inch fall of snow at New 
Haven, Conn., turned workers back 


to their homes after a vain struggle | 


of a few blocks toward their places 
of business. Automobiles and street 
cars could not be’ operated. 

In New York City a force of 
34,500 men with 940 snow plows and 
more than 500.loading trucks tried 
vainly to keep the streets clear. 
Forty motorized brooms moved 
ceaselessly: over the city’s bridges. 
Elevated trains were an hour late. 

Apartment house staffs chopped 
away ice sealing heavy street doors, 
subway travelers stood knee deep 
in rolling drifts of snow below 
street level waiting for trains that 
didn’t come on time, 

It was the worst predicament in 
which New York City has found it- 
sel: for years. And it was sstill 
snowing. Beginning last night with 
rain that turned to snow, the storm 
lasted throughout the night. This 


morning the mercury dropped to 9 


degrees above zero. 
Long Island was virtually isolat- 
ed. 


Autos Stalled in Deep Drifts, All 
Over New Engiand.,

Points Out an “Evil.” 

Wright testified that stop licss 
orders speeded the fall of the stock 
and frankly added they were an 
“evil” in such a security. 

Explaining the operation of pools, 
Wright said that often when they 
get started the price is carried by 
the public far beyond the plans of 
the pool operators. “It is carried 
up by the craze,” he explained. 
Referring to the pool in Ameri- 
said there was no effort to man 
uldte the security. He said Thomas 
E. Bragg, the trader who operated 
that pool, was “the cleanest in the 
street.” 

Pecora asked if he remembered 
when the stock went up to 89% on 
July 18 last summer. “I'll never for- 
get it,” Wright said.

“Mouthpiece, Not Witness.” 

District Attorney Arthur Jordan 
contended that Nelson Taylor, 
friend of the Dean family, who 
started reading the letters to the 
jury, was “simply a mouthpiece and 
not a witness.” Gardner replied by 
charging the State was attempting 
to “compel us to put Ruth on the 
stand before we are ready.” 

“We're going to put her on the 
stand,” he shouted at the prosecu- 
tion staff. “You can bet your life 
we're going to put her on the stand 
—and she’s going to tell some things 
you won't want to hear. We will 
meet this unfair prosecution with 
proof that jealousy is behind the 
whole case against Dr. Dean.” 

The defense opened its case with 
the letters, filled ‘with declarations 
of love, after the State had rested 
its case late yesterday on the testi- 
mony of Dr. Kennedy’s divorced 
wife that the surgeon was planning 
to remarry her at the time of his 
death last August. 

Directed Verdict Denied. 

When the State said it had no 
further witnesses, the defense 
quickly moved for a directed ver- 
dict of acquittal, saying the State 
had ,failed to prove the murder 
charge.

— Gov- 
ernment expenditures for the fiscal 
year passed $4,000,000,000 today, 
leaving $7,000,000,000 to be spent by 
the end of June to fulfill President 
Roosevelt’s budget estimates. 

Despite the huge expenditures, 
the large profit reaped on gold dol- 
lar devaluation left the Treasury 
with a surplus of $601,705,000. Elim- 
inating the gold profit of $2,807,543,-

cit. 

Mr. Roosevelt estimated the defi- 
cit at the fiscal year end on July 
1 would be $7,309,000,000. This 
would increase the public debt 
from today’s figure of $25,218,000,

WASHINGTON U. TAX 
SUIT RULING DEFERRED 


Action Seeks to Enjoin City 
From Collecting $183,000 
on Investment Property. 


Washington University’s suit to 
enjoin Collector Koeln from collect- 
ing $183,000 in taxes on investment 
property owned by the institution 
was heard and taken under advise- 
ment by Circuit Judge Green yes- 
terday. Three university officials 
testified. The city presented no 
testimony in behalf of the Collec- 
tor, but rested on a demurrer plead- 
ing that the university had failed 
to avail itself of other legal reme- 
dies in contesting the taxes. 

The university contends that its 
charter provisions grant exemption 
from all taxes, and points to the 
fact that its position was upheld by 
the United States Supreme Court in 
1869. The city, however, is trying 
to collect the $183,000, representing 
the 1931 assessmept, on the theory 
that investment property is not in- 
cluded in the éxemption.

Policemen with crowbars went 
about the task aided by teams of 
horses and took from one to two 
hours to behead each statue.

Europe’s Peace “Hung by Hair.” 
The peace of Europe “hung by a 
hair” last week, Vice-Chancellor 
Fey said in an oration at the funer- 
al of police, soldier and Heimwehr 
(Fascist home guard) victims of the 
civil war. 
In the early forenoon, amid a 
flurry of snow—later the weather 
cleared to a cold blue—a long cav- 
alcade of 49 arm trucks sped to 
various hospitals to pick up their 
tragic victims. 
All trains, street cars and auto- 
mobiles were ordered to pause for 
five minutes throughout Austria 
when the ceremony opened at City 
Hall at 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 
While thdOusands watched, 49 
army trucks, each conveying 2 
body, rolled toward the Central 
Fried Hof. 
In the spacious Rathaus Plaz the 
49 caskets were ranged in horse- 
shoe fashion before the background 
of the almost medieval building. 
A Ring of Bayonets. 

The services started behind a 
veritable ring of bayonets closing 
the entire section to those without 
credentials. The venerable Cardinal 
Innitzer addressed the dead in the 
name of the nation and the church. 
Before the building stretched a sea 
of steel helmets, the Government’s 
army and police and the private 
army of Prince Ernst von Star- 
hemberg, alternating battalion on 

battalion. 

They stood “at rest” for hours 
while loud speakers carried to them 
the Catholic prelate’s prayers and 
political leaders’ addresses. Chan- 
cellor Dolifuss was among those 
who spoke. 

To the right and the left of the 
coffins, flowers and wreaths were 
banked high against. the Rathaus, 
and the house itself was draped 
with huge streamers of black. 
Most of the public Wore black 
arm bands. Even the street lights 
in the neighborhood were in black 
cloth. 

A thousana armed units of the 
Government participated in the pro- 
cession to the cemetery. They in- 
cluded police, artillery, infantry 
and Heimwehr. They were/led by 
Vice-Chancellor Fey.

Massed march- 
ing bands played funeral dirges.

The Vienna court martial con- 
tinued reprisals against Socialists 
by sentencing Rudolf Krbec to 
death on charges of participating in 
the uprising against the government 
last week. 
Demands Nazis Be Taken In. 
Habicht, in a speech carried into 


Austria by radio last night, de- 
manded that Nazis be taken into 
the government. He added that 


from attacking the Dollfuss govern- 
ment in any way. The penalty for 
violation of the eight-day truce will 
be expulsion from the Nazi party. 

Dire consequences were threat- 
ened in Habicht’s speech unless 
Dolifuss comes to terms with the 
Austrian Nazis by Feb. 28. 

For his party, Habicht stipulated 
the right to carry on propaganda 
among Socialists and to defend it- 
self against any source of attack on 
the Nazis. 
The exiled leader concluded by 
expressing the hope Dollfuss would 
“use the opportunity extended by 
this well meant proposal to prevent 
further bloodshed—so that the vic- 
tims of the last few days will not 
have died in vain.” 


Four-Power Parley on Austria 
Urged in Italy. 
By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Feb. 20.—A proposal by 
Deputy Ezio Garibaldi that a four- 
Power conference be called to set- 
tle Austro-German difficulties fol- 
lowed closely today the arrest at 
Trieste of a German and two Aus- 
trians in possession of 350 mobs 
which police think were to have 
been smuggled into Austria. 
Enforced dissolution of the Na- 
tionalist Socialist (Nazi) group at 
Trieste came almost immediately 
thereafter, while Italian newspa- 
pers, for the first time since Adolf 
Hitler became Chancellor, unleash- 
ed a sharp attack on Germany. 
Garibaldi, grandson of the Ital- 
ian liberator, said in a morning 
newspaper article today: 

“We believe that a satisfactory 
soluticn of the Austro-German con- 
troversy can be obtained through a 
}reunion of the nations adhering to 
the four-Power pact (Italy, Britain, 
France and Germany.) 

“In any event, Austria’s independ- 
ence will be guarded and Germany 
will be recalled to the language of 
reason. 

“If the German threats against 
Austria must continue much long- 
er, One must despair of the possi- 
bility of a tranquil and peaceful 
future.” 

Nazi Dissolution Order. 
Dissolution of the Nazi organiza- 
tion at Trieste, composed largely 
of Austrians; was ordered last night. 
The three arrested men—Erardo 
Berger, a German, and Alfonso 
Ketiner and Walter Metzinger, 
Austrians—were turned over to Ital- 
ian judicial authorities. 

Baggage which police said con- 
tained bombs, automatic pistols and 
propaganda against the Austrian 
Government, was confiscated at the 
dock of Trieste, a free port, after 
the three had been detained by port 
police. 

Of all the anti-German newspaper 
comment. of recent days, perhaps 
the most bitter was that in a Gior- 
nale d'Italia editorial yesterday. 
“There now is no longer any 
doubt,” this newspaper said, “that 
the National Socialist movement 
which exploded in Austria in vio- 
lent form is inspired by Germanic 
elements.

ship of the Economists’ National Committee on Mon- 
etary Policy, and has made public the replies received 
from 850 economists in the United States. The ques- 
tionnaire went to 2500 economists, of whom 3850 re- 
plied. Since this was less than half of all those ap 
proached, it is fair to assume that many economists, 
like most laymen, dispose to give the experiment of 
the new monetary policy the of the doubt. It 
is also fair to point out that executive commit- 
tee of the organization includes some of the adminis- 
tration’s most active critics, among them Prof. Kem- 
merer and Dr. Sprague. 

Of those who did answer, nine in 10 oppose increas- 
ing the monetary use of silver in any form. Four out 
of five oppose the Warren program of depressing the 
exchange value of the dollar by buying gold abroad. 
A similar number believe that we should return to the 
gold standard at the earliest practicable date. Three 
out of four oppose any further effort to raise prices 
through monetary action. By a similar majority, they 
favor the gold bullion standard, which the adminis- 
tration has adopted in a modified form, to the free gold 
standard, which previously obtained. Two out of 
three oppose further variation in the gold content of 
the dollar as a means of stabilizing the price level. 
A majority that the dollar’s value should be 
set somewhere above 65 cents. They agree, therefore, 
that the present level of 59.06 was set too low. __ 

On these matters, they were in substantia] agree 
ment. On the monetary future, they disagreed. Half 
of them thought that the present monetary trend is 
toward inflation of alarming proportions. Half de- 
nied this. Of every five, three thought it possible 
and two thought it impossible to control inflation. 
Two thought it likely and three thought it unlikely 
that inflation actually will be controlled. They are 
uncertain, in short, as to what the results of the 
present program are going to be. 

The weight of economic opinion, obviously, favors 
relative conservatism in monetary policy. Confirma- 


ition of this conclusion is to be found in the fact that 


the results of a similar questionnaire circulated some 
time ago by the inflationary Committee for the Na- 
tion have never been made public. The Independent 
Journal has played fair in publishing both the hard- 
money and the soft-money replies. The answers 
came too late to affect the decision to cut the gold 
content of the dollar to 59 cents. But they strongly 
support establishment of the modified gold standard | 
and the movement toward world stabilization. 

The judgment expressed by the nation’s economists | 
may not be without influence in persuading the ad-. 
ministration to continue in its present course toward 
the re-establishment of a sound monetary system. 
It can scarcely guide it through the dangerous shoals 
of American politics. Our own, like every other gov- 
ernment, does not inflate the currency by choice, nor 
will it do so a hair beyond necessity. If the French 
and the English could control inflation, what reason 
is there to believe the United States cannot do so? 

What the economists think of the administration's 
silver policy is not important. This is a political 
equation in which the President has had to feel his 
way. Silver sentiment in the Senate is very power- 
ful, as indicated by the recent failure of bimetallism 
in that body by only two votes. Like everybody else 
in the non-silver states, economists disregard the 
white metal as a panacea. The President feels just 
as they do, but he has the silver people to deal with. 
He has been trading with them, as he perforce must 
do, yielding a little and conserving much. Economists 
are not politicians; political management is more 
than academic economics. All the economists in the 
councils of the administration have learned this. 

Disagreement between the Government and the 
economists is more apparent than real. For example, 
the gold-buying policy, from which they dissent, is un- 
important, whereas the gold-bullion policy, which they 
indorse, is vital. Neither is it important that they 
do not agree with the Warren plan. That is an ex- 
periment which it costs us practically nothing to 
make. If the Warren theory is sound, we will have 
learned something: Meanwhile, its orthodoxy is un- 
important. Almost every discovery has been un- 
orthodox. The — of Prof. Warren mistaken 
would enjoy the reflective sympathy of its more for- 
tunate kind, such as that of Galileo in jail. 
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FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 

In signing the newspaper code, President Roosevelt 
said that inclusion of the freedom of the press clause, 
for which Col. McCormick and his gallant band 
fought, bled and died, was unnecessary. He. said it 
had no more place in the code than would the reci- 
tation of the whole Constitution or of the Ten Com- 
mandments. 

No code can gag the press of the United States, 
which is free as the air. The tragic thing is, not 
that there is now or has been a threat to that free 
dom, but that so few newspapers exercise it in the 
public welfare, as Jefferson hoped they would do. 
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HYPOCRISY ON THE GHILD LABOR FRONT. ‘ 

In discussing the defeat of the child labor amend- 
ment in Texas, the Texas Weekly points out that the 
Lone Star State has twice as many children of 15 
years and under classed as gainfully employed as 
New York State..

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STATUS OF THE ST. LAWRENCE TREATY. 


Reports vary widely as to the prospects for the 
ratification of the St. Lawrence seaway treaty with

thirds majority. Other commentators feel that the 
Senate debate has weakened the case for approval 
and that the backing is now far from adequate. 

However that may be, it is now a month and a 
half since the President sent his special message to 
the Senate indorsing the treaty and pointing out the 
reasons for ratification. Considering the speed with 
which congressional action has followed most of the 
executive recommendations, this would seem to in- 
dicate that the administration leaders have not had 
all the votes they need. Many Middle Western Sen- 
ators are against the treaty in its present form. They 
include Senators Clark of Missouri and Lewis and 
Dieterich of Illinois, all Democrats. 

The two main purposes of the St. Lawrence sea- 
way project are highly commendable. It is designed 
to provide cheap water transportation from the in- 
terior of the continent to the Atlantic seaboard and 
to furnish cheap water power for both the United 
States and Canada. These aims represent great 
economic gains. Obviously, it would be most unfor- 
tunate for the United Statés to forfeit its share in 
them because of the adverse votes of Middle Western 
Senators. 

The chief moot point is the effect which the 
treaty would have on the recently completed water- 
way from Chicago via the Illinois River to St. Louis 
and thence down the Mississippi to the Gulf. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt says that the part of the treaty which 
relates to diversion of Lake Michigan water into this 
waterway affords ample protection. The opposing 
Middle Western Senators contend that the present 
form of the treaty would jeopardize the noérth-and- 
south waterway. They recommend a change in the 
text so as to permit Congress to retain control over 
water diversion at Chicago. A reservation to this 
effect has been offered by Senator Dieterich. 

Let us grant that the treaty, as President Roose 
velt says, does not threaten the Great Lakes-to-the 
Gulf waterway. Then why not win the support of 
the Middle Western Senators by accepting a resolu 
tion guaranteeing this to be the case? This would 
be a small concession by the administration forces. 
Moreover, it would either quiet the protests arising 
from commercial and transportation interests in the 
Mississippi Valley or reveal these protests as mis 
represented at the present time. 

Woodrow Wilson refused to accept even the mildest 
of reservations to the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, and as a result the United States failed to 
become a party to that great force for good in the 
world. The Roosevelt administration would ignore 
this lesson if it permitted admirable St. Lawrence 
improvement to be voted down for a similar reason. 
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ALBERT, KING AND DEMOCRAT. 

King Albert of the Belgians was admired in even 
so non-monarchical a country as the United States 
because he shunned the traditional aura of majesty 
that surrounds a throne and proved himself a demo- 
cratic gentleman. His character and actions, in fact, 
were more those of an enlightened elected executive 
than a scion of royalty. Had Europe possessed more 
kings who, like Albert, kept the common touch, there 
would have been fewer post-war revolutions and, in- 
deed, there might have been no World War. 

Perhaps because Albert was not born a Crown 
Prince, his early education and mode of life brought 
him close to his people. Even after his uncle’s death 
made him next in line to Leopold’s throne, he con- 
tinued his unroyal pursuits—working in mines and 
factories, studying mechanics, traveling widely, in- 
variably incognito. Only such a wholesome training 
could have enabled him as monarch to recognize a 
great truth: “Our prosperity depends on the pros- 
perity of the masses.” The World War tested and 
proved his mettle, for in those days of struggle he 
was no remote director behind the lines, but a sol- 
dier who suffered with his country’s patriots and 
exposed himself to many of their dangers. After the 
war, he helped rebuild his nation, summoning all 
parties into joint council. 

The world admired Albert, not for his rank, but 
for the fine qualities of his manhood. His tragic 
death is mourned by many more than his own people.

INHERITANCE TAX ON $250,000 
DONATION 70 CHARITY UPHELD 


Court Backs Board of 
Review in David Sommers 
Case. 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in a decision yesterday, 
declined to allow the deduction of 
inheritance taxes on a $250,000 do- 
nation to charity from the estate of 


David Sommers, capitalist and 
leader of Jewish philanthropy. 
The Court of Appeals, in sustain- 
ing the Boards of Tax Review and 
the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, indicates it is sympathy with 
the request of the estate executors, 
but adds that “the production of 
Government revenue by the force 
of lawful taxation is not controlled 
by such considerations.” The court 
held that the bequest to charity 
does not come within the provisions 
describing proper deductions under 
the inheritance tax statute. 
Sommers’ five sisters and two 
brothers, his heirs-at-law, paid the 
$250,000 to the Dorothy Drey Som- 
mers Memorial Home, established 
by the capitalist as a memorial to 
his wife and two daughters, who 
died in an automobile accident. 
Sommers died suddenly in 1925 
without entering the bequest in his 
will, but told of his intention to do 
so in a penciled memorandum. The 
Sommers estate exceeded $3,000,000.

scores of different kinds, tiny white 
cranes, enormous blue cranes, sit- 
ting “with eternal lids apart,” wait- 
ing for the sign of a small fish or 
frog, or meditating, on one leg, eyes 
closed, when they have eaten as 
many frogs and fish as they can 
hold. Here and there you pass an 
Indian houses at the roadside, but 
that is always a “tourist Indian 
house,” purely commercial. The 
real Indian huts, temporary things, 
built in a day, abandoned perhaps 
next day, are as far from the white 
man’s road as the Indians can put 
them. Seminoles do not like white 
men and have only within the last 
few years decided to recognize Un- 
cle Sam’s ownership of Florida and 
not fight him any. more. They gave 
him some of the hardest fights he 
ever had. In fact our Government 
bought off the Seminole chiefs on 
certain occasions, finding that 
cheaper than fighting them. 


The Seminole families form small 
groups on the “hummocks,” high 
spots covered with trees that .rise 
above the flat glades. White men 
do not bother them there, not liking 
the “rattlers and mocassins” to be 
met on the way. In the big flood 
from Lake Okeechobee, not long 
ago, snakes are said to have in- 
vaded the hummocks in thousands, 
driving away the fleeing whites and 
Negroes that had taken refuge on 
them. 

The snakes do not disturb the 
Seminoles for they know when high 
water and pestiferous white men 
are coming, and move on in time 
to the highest hummocks. Also 
they understand snakes, and eat 
the good ones, including rattlers, 
so the snakes are afraid of them. 

Indians keep away from whites 
for various good reasons, including 
one “with only Indians around, we 
can leave our property out any- 
where. With one white man around, 
everything is stolen.”

Conditions Under 
Which Hoarseness 


May Be Developed 
By Dr. lago Goldston 


OARSENESS or laryngitis is 

most commonly the result of 

an inflammatory condition af- 
fecting the voice box and the vocal 
cords. 


Thus, a cold extending into the 
larynx will produce laryngitis and 
with it hoarseness. 

Simple laryngitis, the kind that is 
associated with a head cold, can be 
treated effectively by voice rest, 
that is, by refraining from talking, 
and by the inhalation'of warm va- 
por.

The Strategic — 
-Double Needs 
A Safe Suit 


You Must Be Willing to 
Play the Hand at Level 
You May Have to Bid. 


By P. Hal Sims 


CALL to mind a hand which 


came up years ago when I first 

was experimenting with the dou- 
ble as a substitute for the auction 
overcalls which were: turning out 
so disastrously 


East bid a spade. I doubled; West 
passed, my partner bid two hearts, 
East:two spades. Four hearts by 
me, pass, pass, double. As you see, 
they could not beat this contract; 
yet when you look at the combined 
hands you realize that nothing 
could make your partner bid unless 
you force him to do so. If you 
merely overcall, your partner can- 
not possibly bid for you. You can- 
not afford to make a forcing jump 
overcall as unless your partner has 
hearts with you, the slaughter may 
be horrible. If they bid four spades 
against you, you are trapped. You 
cannot know that you can beat 
that contract; it may be that you 


that may be a calamity, especially 
if your cards will take four tricks in 
defense. You are likely to decide 
wrongly. But if you double and 
cause your, partner to bid hearts, 
you know at once that you cannot 


tricks at the most in four hearts. 
You can even push them up to five 
spades if they rebid instead of 
doubling you; and now you can 
double and collect a remunerative 
penalty. 
Requirements for a Strategic 
Double. 


You may safely use this double 
whenever you have a safe suit in 
your hand, so that you are willing 
to bid this suit and play the hand 
doubled in it at whatever level you 
may have to bid it as a result of 
your partner’s response. You must 
feel reasonably sure that the pen- 
alty which you might incur if the 
cards are so, placed as to punish 
you in the worst way will not ex- 
ceed the score that would accrue tuo 
the opponents if you had let them 
obtain the declaration. In the in- 
stances given, you had doubled 
spades when hearts was your safety 
suit.

Bids of this kind are some- 
times doubled for business at the 
three level, especially when they 
appear to be rescuing the partner’s 
response to the double. Not infre- 
quently these doubled contracts can 
be made. In connection with the 
first hand, if your dummy contains 
no more than the queen of spades 
or the king of clubs, you are likely 
to make three odd in diamonds. For 
the other, you do not need much 
more than the queen-ten of ‘dia- 
monds. You may well object that 
against such freakish hands the op- 
ponents are hardly likely to double 
at three; they will surely go on to 
their game in‘ spades. In principle, 
yes; but actually it is amazing how 
the double will disconcert them 
even with so extreme a distribution 
—especially if you have a trick in 
spades as in the first hand. Then 
again you do not always have to 
bid your big suit at once; a little 
psychic intermediate bid in no 
trumps when not vulnerable will 
often get you a double at the right 
spot when you get to it. With the 
first hand if the bidding went— 
one spade, double, pass, two hearts, 
pass, I would bid two no trumps 
even if vulnerable as the spade lead 
is likely to come at once, and you 
have only the heart suit to fear. If 
they double it will be because of 
massed hearts, and now you slip 
into that nice diarnond bid and 
rather hope they will double that,

With 
this arrangement a woman can de- 
cide before she leaves home wheth- 
er her ensemble is to be green, blue, 
brown or rust and dash into the 
store with the order to “Give me 
one!” She won't need to rush from 
one department to another, or one 
store to another in an effort to get 
the various parts to ensemble cor- 
rectly. For the new spring suits 
are made up of many parts. 


When you buy one of these early 
spring suits you not only have a 
skirt and a jacket but you have an 
extra topcoat. Perhaps if you do 
a little scouting in several stores 
you will find not only these three 
parts but an extra vest or scarf. 
Occasionally the theme may be 
varied by the choice of a dress and 
a full length coat. And by choos- 
jng one of these ensembles which 
uses two materials instead of one, 
a clever woman can concoct addi- 
tional costumes merely by the pur- 
chase of an extra skirt. 

Tweed is the most popular fabric 
for these ever-ready costumes. It 
may be a plain colored material, it 
may be flecked or it may be plaid. 
There is much attention at present 


to the striking plaid woolens. Some 
entire suits are made of them but 
the general tendency is to use a 
plaid skirt with a plain or diagonal- 
ly striped jacket. Checks likewise 
are important in the spring suit 
field. A checked coat may accom- 
pany a plain colored suit, or the 
theme be reversed and a checked 
suit call for a plain colored topcoat. 

Variations of the suit costume 
idea are illustrated by the four 
suits that are sketched. Each one 
is typical of an interesting collec- 
tion to be found in St. Louis stores. 

The suit at extreme right pre 


‘sents the harmony of a dark col- 


ored tweed suit and a checked 
tweed coat. The alliance here is 
of brown and beige. You will see 
the checked theme appearing most 
often in this color combination. 
And incidentally brown is regarded 
very highly as a spring color, its 
two close rivals being blue and 
green. 

A suggestion of the wind-blown 
silhouette is provided by the typs 
of fastening on the jacket of the 
suit, and by the careless way in 
which the topcoat is to be thrown 
over the shoulders. The little tai- 
lored hip-length jacket fastens only 
at the waistline. The topcoat is a 
swagger model with mannish de- 
tails. It has a loose swing to it, 
an important feature for this type 
of a coat. The collar may be worn 
turned up in the back to emphasize 
a casual mood, or turned down in 
the accepted manner. 

The second suit is made up of 
four parts. It has a skirt, short 
jacket, full length coat and a scarf, 
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The material is a novelty tweed 
with flecks of green on a beige 
background. Other color combina- 
tions are available, however, among 
them being beige with brown. The 
short jacket is a double-breasted 
model and shorter than hip length, 
as is the tendency with many of 
the tailored suits for spring. The 
topcoat is full length and is styled 
so that it will be very acceptable 
for wear over dresses.

This spring the capes 
are fewer in/ number than ‘they 
were a-year ago but they promise 
to have more distinction. Sketched 
at extreme right is a three-piece 
suit which has a full length coat 
with shoulder cape. The short 
jacket underneath is a single- 
breasted tailored model. Its only 
decoration is in the form of little 
box pleats that trim the pockets. 
Lapels on both coats are cut rath- 
er wide and are exactly alike in 
their draping.

columnist of Denver, who wrote pithy paragraphs, and made audible 
wisecracks from his 4th row on the aisle seat to actors he disliked, 
and who was a gay guy, according to his historians—was abused by 
the press of that day...They called him a drunken sot, among other 
names, and there were commentators who panned his stuff..,Before 
he died, however, Field wrote “Little Boy Blue” and other delightful 
things that still live—and he is now included among the men to remem- 
ber respectfully...But Eugene Field struggled long . and d up 
poor, never even feeling the gold that poured from the ‘sector in which 
he slaved and lived, Colorado...I hear, too, that Eugene Field was 
even ed—or his mortgage fell due and he couldn't pay it, so 
they put him out...But “The Unsinkable Mrs. Brown” (see Fowler's 
swell book, “Timber Line”), who started as a barmaid, and wound up 
with most of the gold mines there—and who was also snubbed socially 
—bought the home in which Field lived and died—and turned it into a 
shrine for children...Where, I presume, the descendants of Mr. Field’s 
severest critics—now bring their children to pay homage to a man— 
whose nursery rhymes and poems help make them better humans...As 
Fowler says: “Death corroborated his genius.” 


The recent line here that letter carriers wore uniforms on which 
the buttons were made in Germany—and that it would be brought to 
the attention of Congressman Nesbit of Illinois. brings a reply from 
him...It amuses me a little, by the way, to think that no New York 
Congressman has e to the bother of wanting to right some wrongs

Station- 
ery Room also has a clean nose...Add squelches for a certain type of 
person: “What kind of a guy is he, anyway?”...“Well—his mother 
has to use binoculars to see’ him.”
